notation "(Amended)" to read "(Currently Amended)" for claim 3 on page 2. 

With this Response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment, claim 4 
remains canceled, claims 1 and 3 remain amended, and new claims 5-15 remain added, as 
indicated in the Amendment filed on December 8, 2004. Upon entry of this Response, 
claims 1-3 and 5-15 remain in the above-identified application. Claims 1-3 and 5-15 are 
believed allowable. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider 
and allow claims 1-3 and respectfully request that the Examiner consider and allow new 
claims 5-15.
